Boston Draft Board Gives
Ruling in Test Case of
Catcher Henry

Howstean, July 15,

Baseball was clussod as a nonprodues
tive occupation by the Brighton loeal
draft board vesterday in declding a test
case brought by John Park Henry,
catcher for the Boston Notlonal League
club, ngninst U'rovost Marshal lenoral
Crowder's “work-or-fight" order

The hoard found that the aimount of
relief from war strain furnished by thae
Eame was overcetimated by the regis-
trant In his aMdavit, and that base-
ball's financial contribution to the war
WAaS no larger mﬂmtin!l\ than the wvol-
untary sacrifices of “many milllons of
cltizens."

All three members of ihe hoard are
agreed In the finding that haseball e a
nonproductive occupation, but one of
them, Justice Tl:otu.\h H. Connelly, ree-
ommends that Catoher 1Henrv be not
required to l'h-‘l!lﬁ" Wiz occupation, on
